The Grayling City Council 


recently made a pair of | 


changes to its zoning ordi- 
nance to offer more housing 
options to residents. 

First, the city council amend- 
ed it commercially zoned, local 
service district to allow apart- 
ment dwellings to be located 
on 4 second floor, above or in 
the rear of a retail business on 
the first floor. The retail opera- 
tion must be maintained as the 
principle use of the building 
and the apartment cannot take 
up more square footage than 
the retail space. 

The business owner must 
come before the planning 
commission to get the changes 
for the apartment approved as 
a conditional use. Pg. 20

It was then moved to the 
Camp Grayling Armory before 
finding its home at the airfield 
mess hall, The airfield is located 
closer to Graying and {s easier to 
access. 

Paula Collen, a bus driver for 
the Crawford County 
Transportation Authority, said 
she picked up seven passengers 
and transported them to the air- 
ficld for the holiday feast. One 
stop was in Grayling, while the 
others were east and west of the 
community. 

“It’s a good service and Pm 
glad we're able to provide it to 
the people who may not be able 
to get oul on Thanksgiving Day,” 
Collen said. “This year, I stayed 
and had a dinner and they do a 
very good job.” 

Collen said it was inspiring to 


see a number of youth involved 
in helping serve meals, prepare 
take-out orders and clean up 
after people enjoyed their din- 
ners. 

“Its nice secing everybody 
from the community coming 
together and everybody helping 
out,” she said.

Somewhere between the border of 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, the odds 
changed for Sgt. Donald Starks and his 
assault team when the warrior groomed in 
Grayling and part of the nation’s elite 
forces took over. 

Starks is the fire team leader for C 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 4th Brigade 
Combat Team, [01st Airborne Division Air 
Assault. He was in charge of a six-man 
team located at an observation post five 
kilometers southeast of Combat Outpost 
Margah on Oct. 30 when they were 
attacked by more than 25 Taliban insur- 
gents, the HOOAHcampbell.com website 
reported. The website covers the actions of 
soldiers and units from Fort Campbell, KY, 
where the !01st Airborne Division is based. 
The {01st Airborne Division is the only Air 
Assault Division in the world.

Snyder has made it known that he 
does not plan to move his family to 
the official Governor’s Residence 
in Lansing while he works down-

town at the state capital building. 

Instead, the Snyder home will 
continue to be his suburban Ann 
Arbor house. Among considera- 
tions, he said, is that his daughter 
wants to continue high school 
where she is. 

It’s not that the taxpayers don’t 
provide a decent residence for 
their governor. It’s a modern ranch 
home large enough and lavish 
enough both for living and for offi- 
cial functions, located in an 
upscale neighborhood about five 
minutes from the capitol dome. 

While some folks — including 
civic leaders in Lansing — seemed 
a bit upset about the decision, it’s 
really no big deal where the gover- 
nor lives, as long as he/she gets to 
work on time and stays around 
until the work is done, 

A governor can do both while 
living in Ann Arbor, which ts fess 
than an hour driving time from the 
seat of stale government in 
Lansing. It’s been done.

BEFORE MICHIGAN set up an 

officiat Governor’s Residence 


by Ric Richard M iianah. 


Where governor lives of modest import 


about 50 years ago, governors 
were on their own about housing. 

George Romney 1963-69 was 
the last Michigan governor with- 
out an official residence available 
in Lansing. | was the governor’s 
press officer at the time. 

The Romneys maintained their 
residence in Bloomfield Hills - 
about 90 minutes away by car back 
when all of today’s freeways were 
not yet in place. Their youngest 
son, Mitt — now a candidate for 
president — was still in high school 
then at Cranbrook. 

The Romneys rented a house in 
East Lansing to serve as their 
Lansing home when needed, 
which as [| recall, was seldom. We 
held some staff or smaller meet- 
ings there when we wanted to get 
away from the capitol, and the East 
Lansing house also served smatler 
social functions for the governor 
or party leaders. 

Gov. Romney also often used 
the governor’s office in Detroit for 
conferences and meetings involv- 
ing southeastern Michigan activi- 
lics. 

When the Romneys entertained, 
either politically or officially, they 
preferred their much more spa- 
cious home in Bloomfield. 

Every weekend was family time 


in Bloomfield for the Romneys. As 
dedicated Mormons, they limited 
Sundays as much as they could to 
religion and family matters, and 
restricted their public activities. 

And when the work day ended 
in Lansing, usually it was in the 
car and home to Bloomfield Hills 
for the night. 

* * * 

GOV. JOHN SWAINSON was 
governor for two years 1961-62 
just before the Romney years. 

The Swainsons rented and lived 
in a house in suburban Delta 
Township while he was governor, 
and their home served all the offi- 
cial and ceremonial requirements 
of a governor’s residence. 

Their son attended Lansing pub- 
lic schools. 

G. Mennen Williams served 12 
years as governor 1949-60 just 
before Gov. Swainson, 1 was a 
capitol reporter for some of those 
years, and recall Christmas parties 
and other functions at the Wiltiams 
home, which they purchased in the 
downtown area of Lansing. 

Their “real” home continued to 
be in Grosse Pointe, but they lived 
in the Lansing house and their 
children attended = schoo] — in 
Lansing. 

Before Gov. 


Williams, Kim 


Sigler served two years as gover- 
nor in 1947-48, He lived in 
Hastings, about 45 minutes from 
Lansing by car. Gov. Sigler also 
was a pilot, and sometimes would 
fly his own plane on official gover- 
nor duties around the state. 

While in Lansing as governor, 
he maintained a suite in the old 
Olds Hotel, across the street from 
the capitol building. 

My memory goes no further 
back than that.

GOING THE other way, Gov. 
William Milliken 1969-82 was 
governor when the official resi- 
dence was acquired, and he lived 
there until he left office. His fami- 
ly was grown by then, 

While Gov. James Blanchard 
1983-1990 and his family lived in 
the residence, son Jamie finished 
high school and started at 
Michigan State University. 

Gov. John Engler 1991-2002 
spent three terms in the governor’s 
office and the same time in the 
governor’s residence. His triplet 
daughters were born during these 
years, and started school in 
Lansing, too. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm 2003- 
10 and family also occupied the 
offictal residence during her two 


terms, and her children attended 
Lansing parochial schools. 
* * * 

A GOVERNOR’S mansion, of 
course, is for more than living and 
sending kids off to classrooms. It’s 
important for entertaining, for offi- 
cial functions, for staff or public 
meetings. 

Without living there, Gov. 
Snyder will still have full use of 
the non-residential functions of the 
residence. 

In no way should the duties of 
the governor be compromised by 
Gov. Snyder’s choice to continue 
his home in Ann Arbor. 

if problems arise somehow, the 
Lansing residence will continue as 
an option — unless, of course, the 
governor decides to sell it. 

We haven't heard from 
Governor Elect Snyder of his plans 
for the governor’s other mansion — 
the summer house on Mackinac 
Island. 

A good bet is as governor, he 
will make frequent use of the 
Mackinac residence. Most gover- 
nors have found it delightful.

Starks received a radio 
transmission indicating 
enemy movement and 
before thé message was 
completed, the team began 
taking fire from multiple 
sides, according to 
HOOAHcampbell.com. 

Starks and a fellow soldier 
ran north, while he opened 
fire with a MK-48 machine 
gun. Insurgents were so 
close, they could hear them 
speak to each other, accord- 
ing to the website. 

Starks shot illumination 
fire, positioned his soldiers 
and led the charge against 
Taliban fighters. Enemy fire 
continued from all direc- 
tions as Starks realized two 
of his five soldiers were 
wounded and they were run- 
ning low on ammunition the 
report said. Starks made the 
critical decision to break 
contact with the insurgents 
attacking the observation 
post and return to Combat 
Outpost Margah. While 
continuously calling in air 
support, Starks led his team 
through indirect and direct 
fire back 1o Combat Outpost 
Margah where the injured 
soldiers were treated, 
HOOAHcampbell.com said. 

Starks received the Silver 
Star in a ceremony on 
Combat Outpost Margah in 
eastern Afghanistan's 
Paktika Province. 

U.S. Army Gen. David H. 
Petraeus, International 
Security Assistance Force 
commander, honored Starks 
for his actions while making 
a special flight to the mili- 
tary base. 

“Starks distinguished 
himself with gallantry and 
bravery in combat against an 
enemy that outnumbered his 
element five-to-one," said 
U.S. Army Capt. David 
Schulz, company comman- 
der of C Co., 2nd Bn., 4th 


BCT, who recommended 
Starks for the Silver Star, the 


website reported, 

“In the face of over- 
whelming odds, he led his 
men to safety while calling 
for and adjusting — fire,” 
Starks’ citation read, accord- 
ing 10 
HOOAHcampbell.com. 
“His remarkable  perfor- 
mance and selfless commit- 
ment to his fellow comrades 
in arms undoubtedly saved 
the lives of all of his men.” 

Starks, the son of Linda 
and Dan Starks, was born 
and raised in Grayling and is 
a 2004 Grayling High 
School (GHS)_ graduate. 
They learned of the Silver 
Star recognition during 
phone calls they receive 
home a couple of times a 
weck, 

The parents were not sur- 
prised of his actions. 

“They came at him, he 
kept his head and got his 
guys out of there to where 
they needed to be and they 
fought their way back into 
camp,” Dan Starks said. “Tt

was quite a skirmish. He 
keeps a cool head and fights 
under pressure.” 

Linda Starks said she is 
honored that her son was 
recognized, but naturally 
still worries while he is in a 
war zone and avoids watch- 
ing, listening and reading 
news reports. 

“LT couldn’t be more proud 
of him - but as a mom - I’m 
scared to death,” Linda said. 

The news of the military 
award was also bittersweet 
for the Starks family as they 
learned that shortly after 
receiving the Silver Star, 
Donald sustained shrapnel 
wounds when insurgents 
fired through a door at the 
combat outpost where his 
unit is located. 

The Starks know little 
details of his injuries other 
than he is back fighting for 
his country. 

“All | can say is if he’s 
back on his feet, I feel sorry 
for those guys,” Dan Starks 
said. “He’s that way. The 
more pressure you put on 
him just makes it better.” 

In fact, Dan Starks said 
Donald is bashful and 
wouldn’t want his heroic 
feats to be highlighted back 
home, but his actions were 
recognized as U.S. forces 
continue to step up efforts in 
Afghanistan, 

“This was bound to get 
out sooner or later,” 
said. “There's no 
around that.” 

Both sides of Starks’ fam- 
ily have a military history, 
serving both in peacetime 
and combat. Donald 
informed his family that he 
was enlisting in the U.S, 
Army after the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks prior to his gradua- 
Won, 

He served in Iraq during a 
tour of duty in 2007 ina unit 
utilizing Strykers, eight- 
wheeled armored combat 
vehicles. 

“Is like having a SWAT 
team on steroids - there is no 
way they are ever going to 
win,” Dan Starks said of the 
vehicles, which carry a host 
of weapons and troops. 

Starks is on his second 
enlisunent. He was not slat- 
ed to go to Afghanistan, but 
volunteered to switch units 
to continue the battle on 
behalf of his country. 

Mentally, he ts up for 
more service, but would 
move on to join a 
civilian SWAT team and 
continue on with family life. 

“Physically, he said this ts

“Everything is subject to 
change,” Dan said. “That’s 
Uncle Sam for you.” 

Dan Starks said that 
Donald’s fighting spirit was 
groomed during his school 
athletic days, especially dur- 
ing his senior year as a 
wrestler, 

Although weighing 180 to 
182 pounds, Starks carried a 
water bottle as a constant 
companion so he could 
retain water and wrestle 
competitors who tipped the 
scales over 100 pounds his 
size, 

“The more they would get 
on him, the harder he would 
wrestle, and he won most of 
his matches,” Dan Starks 
said. 

Retired GHS wrestling 
coach Don Ferguson said 
Starks became an exception- 
al wrestler after his sopho- 
more and junior year when 
he became engaged in com- 
peting for himself and the 
entire team. He recalled a 
match he won against a 
Roscommon wrestler, who 
outweighed him by 100 
pounds, which allowed 
Grayling lo win a regional 
finals title in 2004, 

“He was a kid that really

grew up fast after he joined 
the —- wrestling team,” 
Ferguson said. “He just 
became a very competitive 
individual with a real big 
heart that’s a key thing for 
any wrestler.”

idential district in the clos- 
est proximily to the proper- 
ty. 

The home or structure 
would have to be re-estab- 
lished within a two-year 
period, or the property 
would revert to the zoning 
district for that area of the 
community. 

Earlier this year, a couple 
approached the council and 
informed them they were 
having trouble refinancing 
their home. The zoning dis- 
trict where their home is 
located was converted into a 
commercial district. aimed 
at establishing medical 
facilities and offices near 
Mercy Hospital Grayling.
